Negotiators Fail to Break Truce Deadlock 


Reds Reject 
Police Plan; 
Tempers Rise 
See Some Hope o f 
Compromise to End 
12-Day Deadlock 


Munsan, Korea — (AP) — 


Jnited Nations negotiators 
today made another unsuc- 
cessful effort to break the 
ong deadlock over policing a 
truce in Korea. 


The Reds rebuffed all U. 


N. overtures and again said 
'no" to every key U. N. pro- 
>osal for supervising an arm- 
stice. 


After five hours of debate in 


which tempers on both sides of the 
conference table became frayed, 
the two-man subcommittees ap- 
peared no nearer an agreement 
which would break the 12-day 
deadlock. 


Nonetheless, some observers saw 


hope of a compromise solution 
soon. They believe the negotiations 
have reached the hard bargaining 
stage which frequently comes just 
before an agreement is hammered 
out. 


The negotiators go back to Pan- 


munjom for another session at 11 
a.m. Sunday (8 p.n* CST Satur- 
day). 


Maj. Gen. Howard M. Turner, 


senior U.K. delegate, told corre- 
spondents after the meeting ad- 
journed: , 


"I hope you are not "eagerly ex- 


pecting any big news." 


Turner said the subcommittees 


spent much of the day discussing. 
the status of United Kationa-heM 
islands off North Korfa and the 
makeup Of a proposed armistice 
commission.. He said they were at 
"complete stalemate" on both. 


In Tokyo, general headquarters 


accused the Communists of "at- 
tempting to pour supplies, equip- 
ment and men into North Korea 
while the armistice talks are under 
way. 


An information bulletin labeled 


"not an official release" declared 
"the Reds always have conferred 
on subjects only when they held a 
military advantage and when they 
could apply the pressure of their 
war machine."

Czechoslovak President 
Gottwald, Moscow-trained boss of 
Czech Communism, i* purging his 
whole party to prevent his over- 
throw by Tito-like Red doubters of 
Kremlin policy, .Prague radio dis- 
closed yesterday. 


The sweeping shakeup was call- 


ed a "reorganization reaching from 
the lower ranks up to the highest 
level of the party." It was mapped 
by Gottwald as party chairman 
and approved by the party's cen- 
tral committee, the radio said. ' 


The purge was the latest blow 


in a bitter battle for power from 
which Gottwald is emerging as the 
Stalin of Czechoslovakia—personal 
and political boss of party and na- 
tion, with his rivals and their fol- 
lowers in jail. 


It is closely linked with Rudolf 


Slansky, once a fair-haired man 
of the Kremlin and a long time 
prime-mover of Czech Communism, 
whom Gottwald imprisoned two 
weeks ago. 


Slansky headed for oblivion on 


Sept. 6 when Gottwald ousted him 
as general secretary and took over 
the duties of that job himself. 


Official Czechoslovak announce- 


ments, however, have not linked 
the ouster of officials with the re- 
ported failure of the economic pro- 
gram.

Physicians in New York, Chicago and Los Angeles watched 
the color screen as he repaired the defective aorta of Richard C. Rus- 
sell of Pacoima, Ca'lif- 


Late last night Russell regained 


consciousness and talked a little. 
He was described as resting com- 
fortably and doing fine. 


RusseU was born with a narrow- 


ing in the aorta, the main artery 
leading from the heart Since his 
ailment was diagnosed 11 years 
ago, the youth has been warned not 
to marry. H*is life expectancy had 
narrowed to several more years. 


Mother Watches 


The first transcontinental medi- 


cal TV color-cast was witnessed in 
Los Angeles by the youth's mother, 
Mrs. James C. RusselL 


C o l o r greatly 
detailed the 


tissues, veins and arteries as Dr. 
Jones, surgeon of the University of 
California medical school, laid bare 
the boy's aorta, 


Jones put clamps above and be- 


low the defective middle section 
He shipped out the middle piece, 
making a cut narrower than a 
matchstick. 


Describes Technique 


Calmly describing the technique 


the surgeon went to work with 
needle and thread. He stitched to- 
gether the severed ends. He point- 
ed out arteries which had taken up 
the job not being done by the de- 


fective aorta. The arteries were 
by-passing the nearly closed pipe- 
line to carry oxygen-laden blood to 
his body tissues. 


The operation took three hours, 


but only one hour was telecast 


Medically, Russell's ailment is 


known as coarctation of the aorta.

Replacing Worn Threshold Safety Measure 
Rids Unsightly, 
Can Make Door, 
Room Cleaner 


Worn thresholds are not only 


unsightly 
but dangerous.. Re- 


placement is simple, since ready- 
made thresholds are obtainable 
which only require fitting. You 
can get them from your lumber- 
man or building material dealer. 
The first step is to remove the 
old wood which can be-eplit away 
with a cold chisel and pried out 
with a bar. Be careful not to scar 
the finish of the adjoining floor. 


After the old threshold has been 


removed, clean out the corners, 
remove the old nails and make 
sure the floor under the new one 
will be smooth. Thresholds are 
made from either maple or oak 
and are beveled to form shoulders 
on >ach side but are not fitted to 
the opening of the door. If you 
have power tools, you can make 
this item yourself from the dimen- 
sions of.the worn piece which you 
are replacing.* » * * 


Fitting the new threshold can 


be done by first making a paper 
pattern which fits and then trans- 
ferring it to the wood. Or you can 
lay the wood alongside the open- 
ing of the door and, with a pencil, 
extend the lines of the opening 
across. 


Be careful in fitting so the new 


wood won't be too small and form 
pockets for dirt to settle in. And 
don't make it so large that it has 
to be driven into place. This might 
change the shape of the door open- 
ing and cause the door itself to 
stick. 


Careful fitting in the secret of successfully installing a new thresh- 


old; making it snug, but not too tight. 


Use a fine-tooth saw for cutting 


;his hard wood to minimize rough 
edges and try for a smooth, snug 
'it. Keep all cuts straight and at 
right angles to the wood _ to elim- 
inate pockets.

How to Produce Decay 


The Canton, Massachusetts, Journal, recently printed a 


long letter written by Cecil Palmer, a distinguished Engfeh 
publisher, author and journalist, dealing with the cpnse- 
sequences of Britain's experiment in socialized medicine. 
Here, in part, is what he found after more than three years 
of study and observation. 


"In its evolution from private practice to state control, 


the profession of medicine is losing its independence, integ- 
rity and indispensable privacy in the relationship between 
physician and patient. A lay bureaucracy impinges itself 
on medicine. The profession is cluttered with orders, rules 
and regulations. It is overwhelmed in an avalanche of forms, 
questionnaires and certificates which reduce doctors to im- 
potence and patients to despair. 


'Tor some years the American public has been invited 


to accept politically-planned and controlled medicine because, 
among other things, it is claimed that such a system is im- 
perative to overcome a potential shortage of doctors. But 
nationalized medicine has not solved the problem of too few 
doctors in Britain. On the contrary, some of the best men 
and women in the profession steadfastly refuse to associate 
themselves with the scheme. Others who gave it a fair trial 
are deserting it ... 


"One well-known doctor said upon giving up practice, 'I 


cannot cope with the situation. To make an adequate living, 
you must lywe so .many patients that you can't look after 
them property .^. /"

Mr. Palmer then dealt with the problem of costs. When 


the "free" medical service scheme was started, the estimated 
cost was $500,000,000 a year. Actually, the cost is now run- 
ning dose to $1,960,000,000. As in most' government under- 
takings, the estimates turned out to be hopeful fictions when 
the bills rolled in. 
. 


Can anyone doubt that politically-dominated medicine 


in this country would, sooner or later, run the same sorry 
course as in Britain? Can anyone doubt that ambition and 
ability would be stifled, and that the standards would go 
down and down? When the bureaucrat takes over, progress 
and decay sets in. 


BELGRADE—Sen. Pat McCarran of Nevada is a 


great supporter of Yugoslavia as well as Spain. But the 
so-called McCarren Act, intended to keep subversive 
characters out of the United States, has made it ex- 
tremely difficult for the U. S. to promote good relations 
with the Yugoslavs. State department recently wanted to 
send Leon Davicho, prominent Yugoslav journalist, to the 
Jnited States for a tour. He made the mistake of leaving 
Yugoslavia before his American visa had come through. 


But on arrival in New York, he was sent to Ellis 


sland. Because there was a record of Davicho's having 
been kicked out of McGill University, Toronto, for Com- 
munist activity, the McCarran Act made it impossible 
For Davicho to enter the U. S. So he was shipped on to 
Canada, which let him in.

Church- 
ill and Eisenhower were close collaborators during World 
War IL An early meeting between these two leaden to 
further European unification is now considered most 
likely.

The letter said he felt sure General Eisen- 
hower didn't feel that way about him. The hint was that 
Ike would write back, giving Vaughan a letter of endorse- 
ment he could show around. But the letter went un- 
answered.

McCarran Act Backfires 


BELGRADE—Out of gratitude for American aid at 


the end of the war and during last year's drouth. Mar- 
shal Tito's government of Yugoslavia is making a gift to 
the United States. It's a new residence in Belgrade for 
the U. S. ambassador now George V. Allen, former assist- 
ant secretary of state in charge of information programs. 


The gift, which will be accepted, is the residence of 


a former Yugoslav prime minister in pre-Tito days, when 
Yugoslavia had a king. Curiously enough, the ex-prime 
minister is most happy over the gift, although his resi- 
dence has for all practical purposes been expropriated by 
the Tito government. The deal involved giving the ex- 
prime minister an office building—which had been expro- 
priated from somebody else—in return for his residence. 


FONTAINEBLEAU—In recent North Atlantic Treaty 


air maneuvers in Western Germany, nearly 1200 planes 
from eight diffeient nations took part, operating under 
Lt-Gen. Lauris Norstad's Air Force.headquarters here. 
The planes operated from 20 airfields in Western-Ger- 
many. At some fields, planes from three nations operated 
under a single control. 


Air units were even transferred from one field to an- 
other and still another control, without confusion or 
crackups. About 25 per cent of the planes were British, 
20 per cent American, the remainder from the other six 
nations. 


In spite of language differences, there was close co- 


operation which General Norstad considered most impres- 
sive. "The exercise demonstrated that international air 
cooperation is no longer a problem," he commented. "We 
no longer have to work to work together."

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Plenty of Company 


PARIS—General Eisenhower's headquarters is expect- 


ing lots of company between now and December 15. Over 
110 congressmen have advised SHAPE!—Supreme Head- 
quarters, Allied Powers in Europe—they're coming over. 
All want to see Ike. 


PARIS—NATO and SHAPE officials who do much 


traveling about Europe have terrible times trying to keep 
their financial records in order, due to wide differences 
in currency values. 
The British shilling is worth 13.5 
cents or about 7.4 to the dollar. The German west mark 
has been running 4.2 to the dollar, the Turkish lira 2.8 
to the dollar. 


The Belgian franc is fairly steady at around 200 to 


the dollar, the French franc very unsteady at 350 to 440 
to the dollar, the Italian lira 620 to 685 to the dollar. 
Least valuable is the Greek drachma at 15,000 to the 
dollar. 


Most confusing of all, the Yugoslav dinar, at from 


200 to 400 to the dollar, with a second currency for tour- 
ists, in putniks, which are worth 50 to the dollar. What 
Europe needs more than a unified arms is a unified cur- 
rency system.

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Changing Climate May 
Help Sinus Infection 


There are few more miserable 


afflictions than chronic infection 
of the sinuses. And this is no rare 
disease either; thousands of peo- 
ple suffer headache and pain and 
a general rundown feeling as a 
result of chronic infection in these 
mucous-lined pockets in the head. 


If some research worker should 


discover a sure-cure for sinusitis, 
his name should certainly be im- 
mortalized. 


A large number of treatments 


have been and are being tried. 
The symptoms are partly the re- 
sult of the pressure of accumu- 
lated pus and mucus within these 
pockets, so that temporary relief 
is often obtained by washing them 
out, often with fluids containing 
drugs which shrink the mucous 
membranes. Sometimes germ-kill- 
ing drugs such as the sulfas or 
the anti-iotics are helpfuL 


Operations are occasionally em- 


ployed, and aimed at enlarging the 
opening from the sinuses into the 
nose so that the mucus and pus 
can drain out more easily. 


But in spite of all these meas- 


ures, many victims of sinusitis 
continue to suffer until they are 


driven to desperation. Many of 
these poor people have written to 
me, asking whether they could ex- 
pect relief by changing the cli- 
mate in which they live, .and if so, 
how they would go about choosing 
such a climate. 
IDEAL CLIMATE 


Theoretically the best climate 


for a person with sinusitis is one 
in which there is not much change 
in temperature between night and 
day-r- A temperature of 68° to 
75° with the air neither too dry 
nor too moist but a little breeze 
from time to time would be ideal. 
We should all like to live in such 
a perfect climate if we could 
find ^ and could afford to live 
there. 


Parts of Florida and southern 


California are close to this ideal. 
Arizona and New Mexico, al- 
though quite different, appear to 
be good for some sinus sufferers.

Commission is expected to begin 
alloting television channels for 
educational use throughout the 
nation within a few weeks. 


Institutions expected to partici-

Northwestern 
university, 


Roosevelt college, Loyola univer- 
sity, DePaul university, Illinois 
Tech, Chicago Art Institute, Chi.

George Jennings, director of

MOIST XBEE 


The moat practical, satisfactory and convenient way to keep the 


Christmas tree fresh, green and resistant to fire is to select a fresh 
tree and then keep it in water, according to the Forest Service of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


A fresh, moist tree actually is difficult to burn and is easily kept 


so all during the holidays. One way to test for freshness before buy- 
ing is to shake the tree to see if any needles fall. If so, the tree already 
is dry and will soon lose its look* and become a nuisance in the house. 
Also, it is too old, it will not be able to draw up water. 


'A fresh tree that is given water will keep its color and fragrance 
look alive. As soon as the 
— 
and 
tree is brought home, throw wa- 
ter all over it. Then cut an inch 
off tile butt end, slantwise, to 
open the pores for drawing up 
water. 
Set the freshly cut end 


promptly in water and keep the 
tree in a cool shady place until it 
comes indoors for trimming. 


To hold the tree in water, a 


crosswise rack may be fitted over 
a pail or other container, con- 
cealed by a cover of metal foil. 
Small stones or brick pieces in 
the container give weight 
and 


support so the tree won't topple. 


Add water daily, because a 


five or six foot tree can take up 
as much as a cup a day. Every 
needle gives off moisture in the 
warm dry air of the house and 
the tree must replace this mois- 
ture to keep fresh. 
The more 


moisture, the more fragrance. 


For- safety, set the tree away 


from radiator, fireplace, 
stove, 


candles, hot -light bulbs, or the 
television set—also out of en- 
tranceways or the line of traffic 
for Christmas visitors.

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Pay Hikes tor More Production 
Shaping Up New Wage Policy 


By 6AM DAWSON . 


NEW YORK —(AP)— Pay in- 


crease* if you turn out more fin- 
ished work each hour—that's 
shaping up as the government's 
new wage policy. 


Industry's and labor's reaction 


may be getting its first test right 
now in the labor-management 
wage negotiations in the steel in- 
dustry- Some bU5inessm«n fear the 
test may end in industry-para- 
lyzing strike. 


The policy that "wage increases 


compensate for more or better 
production" if it doesn't mean price 
increases too is set forth by the 
chairman of Wage Stabilization 
Board, Nathan P.. Feinsinger. The 
emphasis on no price increases is 
what worries businessmen, who 
doubt if it can work that way. 


Increased productivity isn't to be 


confused with the "speed-up" ays- 
-tern which labor opposes—the 
"sweating of more work out of a 
laborer in an hour. 


List Methods 


Productivity increases usually 


spring from better machinery, 
more efficient use of machines, 
better training of employes, elimi- 
nation of waste in both product* 
and labor. If any or-all of these 
things result in a factory. pro- 
ducing more finished goods in an 
hour's time than it formerly did, 
it is called increased productivity. 


Since the first world war, pro- 


ductivity of American industry has 
been figured as rising between two 
and three per cent a year, due to 
; better machines, better manage- 
ment. 


No Rule of Thumb 


' 
The wage board's productivity 


policy, however, will not be easy 
to reduce to a rule of thumb, busi- 
nessmen point out Many of them 
' contend that wage increases, no 
-matter on what they are based, 
can only lead to price increases at 


this time. (Labor, of course, argues 
just the opposite.) 


The steel industry, for example, 


has stoutly declared that it can 
grant no wage increase at this 
time without also raising prices on 
that basic industrial commodity. 


Some government officials, how- 


ever, are reported convinced that 
the 15-cent-an-hour wage increase 
the union wants would be granted 
without need of higher prices. 
Labor has been basing its claims 
on two things: Earnings of the 
steel company, and the rise in the 
cost of living since the last con- 
tract, Dec. 1, 1950, which the 
unions say equals 12 to 13 cents 
an hour in pay. 


Industrialists attending the 


meeting of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers here have 
heard one report that the govern- 
ment is still toying with the idea 
that price increases shouldn't be 
granted, if without them a com- 
pany can make more than 85 per 
cent of its 1946-49 average earn- 
ings. 


Using this earnings formula as 


a base, government officials are 
reported to have figured that the 
steel industry could grant up to 
30 cents an hour and still make 85 
per cent as much as it did in 1946 
through 1949. The steel industry 
can be depended upon to fight 
such an attitude vigorously. 


Many industrialists contend that 


productivity wage increases can't 
be based, during tHe rearmament 
program, on the old standards for 
judging -whether output per man 
hour is rising. They'say 'productiv- 
ity is more apt to, decline now— 
whether they can prove it to a 
wage arbitrator or not—because 
as industries expand they are 
hiring more unskilled or only part- 
ly trained workers, and are having 
trouble getting new machinery.

(Editor's Note: For five years • 


Hal Boyle has been trying to 
: 


jet the guy who blew the bugle 
at Pearl Harbor to'write that 
story himself. 


Bill O'Brien—is a bartender 


across the street, a fine boy, 
highly intelligent, very courage- 
ous, very shy. He's the kind of 
bartender who gets the cus- 
tomers to listen to opera broad- 
casts on company time. 


But he just wouldn't sit down 


and tell his own story. Worn out 
from five years of going 'back 
and forth across the street try- 
ing to 'get Bill to change his 
mind, Hal Boyle finally has put 
down the tale himself.

NEW YORK, (AF)—Why didn't 
omeone blow a bugle at Pearl 
Jarbor ten years ago and wake up 
America? 


One of the sidelights on that 
atastrophe is the odd fact that 
.t least one soldier blew four 
ugle calls on that, historic day. 
. What was the call he blew just 
iefore the Japanese struck in the 
;reatest surprise American arms 
ver suffered? It was a summons 
o religious sevice. 


"I had just finished blowing 


hurch call that morning when it 
lappened," said Bill O'Brien, 32, 
low a bartender at Moriarty's 
hop house on West 51st street. 


Was A Private 


Bill, who later became a ser- 


geant and a machiriegun man in 
he fight-back Pacific days, was 
only a private then. 


On this December morning of 


nternational destiny it was the 
ind half of his second day "on 
lugle guard. 


He blew the four-note call for 


attention, the gun boomed, the 
flag went up. 


After blowing reveille, his sec- 


>nd Up job, O'Brien had nothing 
o do until 7 a.m. Then he blew 
church call. 


Then O'Brien, waiting to sound 


a second church call, went into a 
building of his own coast artillery 
outfit, whose weapons were 50 
caliber machine guns. He was 
writing a letter to a schoolmate 
and the building started to vib- 
rate. He wrote "Something funny 
R happening here." 


His Story 


He remembers: 
"I went outside. Guys came out 


with shaving cream on their" faces, 
half-naked, mouths open. We were 
about a mile from the harbor. 


"I saw the black smoke columns 
oing up—the silver planes dart- 


ing down. Now I know what it 
was. To tell you the truth then I 
didn't know. I even went back in- 
side to finish my letter." 


A lieutenant burst in, clad only 


in pajamas, and cried, "The Japs 
are bombing Pearl Harbor. Where 
s the Colonel?" 


O'Brien says that even then he 


hought the lieutenant ,was crazy. 
3ut soon after the colonel, who 
bossed his outfit, showed up in 
full uniform, and the first order he 


ave was, "Bugler, sound the call 


to arms." 


Sounds Call 


And for the first and last time 


n his life O'Brien stitched a 
brass alarm: 


"To arms, to arms; 
"Get your guns, get your guns, 
"Get your guns, get your guns, 
"Get 
them from the stacks, 


"Get them from the racks." 


What happened after that 


the sad story of Pearl Harbor. 
O'Brien's summary: 


"It seemed no sooner than I blew 


the call than everyone was there. 
But mention my colonel—Harold 
Muller. I thought he was a fine 
soldier. He was cool. He kept his 
head. He didn't get excited. He 
didn't have two fingers up his 
nose. And God knows I don't love 
colonels."

That was the last time Bill* 


O'Brien blew a bugle call in war. 
He kept the bugle a long tune . .. 
even after the army promoted 
him from private to sergeant and 
made him a machine gunner . . . 


He lost it at last during the 


flaming landing on Siapan. 


"But," said Bill," never mind the 


bugle. Please put in that my out- 
fit finally knocked down 17 enemy 
planes."
